BAR HILL AUTOMATED EXTERNAL 
DEFIBRILLATOR (AED) 

A new Community Access Defibrillator has been 
installed on the Parish Council office wall. The device is 
available 24/7 and anyone can use it in an emergency. 
It can be removed from the cabinet and carried to the 
patient and the device even talks to you, giving easy-to- 
follow instructions. It has a built in safety mechanism 
and cannot harm anyone if used incorrectly. Using a 
defibrillator before an ambulance arrives could mean 
saving a life. 
The Parish Council would like to offer their thanks to 
the East of England Ambulance Service and 
David Whitehouse for allowing this village to have this 
life saving equipment, whilst we hope it is never 
needed it will be comforting for the residents of Bar Hill 
to know that there is a defibrillator available 24 hours a 
day to help a heart attack victim before the arriva! of a 
paramedic.

Swavesey Village College —- new build update 
Following the appointment of contractors, the new build 

programme at Swavesey Village College - which will 

include the redevelopment of Drarna, Design and 

Enterprise, Dining and a new Sports Hall — is starting with 

demolition of the existing gym and drama studio this 

August. Clearly during 2014-15 this will have an impact on 

community groups that use the College, but in the long 

term we will be able to offer far better facilities for all 
school and community users. 

This development represents significant investment in 
the infrastructure of the college. As well as the capacity to 
accommodate the growth in the number of children living 
in the college catchment area, this development will 
enable us to better accommodate the existing student 
population. 

Whilst this is a fantastic opportunity in the long term it 

does present short term challenges. We appreciate your 

support in managing this period of development and 
change as effectively as possible in the following ways: 

e Ensure that the Fen Drayton Road entrance is used to 
pick up and drop off students at 8.30am and 3.10pm. 
This will be lit and have a footpath installed as part of the 
works. 

e Park considerately and use the Fen Drayton Road car 
park and bus park after 4.30pm if visiting for parents’ 
evenings or using the sports centre. 

e Use the front car park for access only to the Scout Hut 
and squash club. 

© We strongly urge drivers not to park on Gibraltar Lane or 
drive into the crowded front car park at end of school. 
This presents a real danger to children on foot and 
bicycles, as well as disturbing local residents. Please 
support the college and local police by helping to keep 
our children safe. 

This is the first phase of development, with a second 
phase involving the rehousing of the English Department. 

This is an exciting time for members of the college 
community and for students especially as they begin to 
shape the social and dining spaces for coming years. These 
will form part of the new build. Unfortunately, the 
Government and County Council Grants do not include any 
funding for fixtures and fittings in the new build so the 
focus of the sponsored walk in September, other fund 
raising and money raised from the 5 years’ time concert 
will go towards equipping the social and dining provision 
for students. 

We have spoken to Mr Bacon’s Family and they are very 
happy for this new build to be developed in his memory. 
We will be working with all members of the college 
community to look at the most fitting way to do this.

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DISTRICT COUNCILLOR REPORT 
OCTOBER 2014 

As a result of the flash floods on 18th August, over 100 
homes were flooded, 76 of them in Bar Hill. South Cambs 
collected 18 tonnes of carpets, flooring and household 
appliances. Seven hundred sandbags were distributed to 
homes in imminent danger of being flooded. Further 
information can still be found on 
www.scambs.gov.uk/content/flooding. 

Cambridgeshire is the fastest growing county in the 
country. Its population will grow by almost a quarter in 
the next 20 years. Most of the120,000 new residents will 
be housed in Cambridge City and South Cambridgeshire, 
where the economy is expected to grow by 74%. 

As a result of a grant of £500K of government money, 
South Cambridgeshire and Huntingdonshire District 
Councils have agreed to share certain specialised 
services, such as Building Control. The councils saved £12 
million in the last 4 years to compensate for a 25% cut in 
funding. Sharing services will result in a further £10m 
savings in the next 10 years. 

Changes in refuse collection rounds will result in savings 
of £400K. Bin collection calendars can be found on 
www.scambs.gov.uk/bins-by-parish. Discussions are 
taking place with Cambridge City Council to merge refuse 
collections, resulting in further savings. 

Organised by the Council, the last of this year’s 
paddleboarding sessions wili be held at Milton Country 
Park on 5th October, from 0930-1130 and 1230-1430. 
This involves standing on a board and moving though the 
water using a long paddle. Cost is £30, with a qualified 
instructor.

HISTON NEIGHBOURHOOD POLICING TEAM 

{am Police Sergeant Mark Rabel. I’ve been in post now 
for about three months, based at Histon Station. | have 
responsibility for the Histon Panel area, which embraces 
your village. | live in this area and have three kids — the 
two youngest attend local schools. 

South Cambridgeshire continues to be a safe place to 
live and work. The biggest crime problem continues to be 
burglary, with an average of one a day committed 
throughout the area. Our geographic patch is 
approximately 350 square miles — a massive area to 
patrol. A typical MO is that a window is smashed with an 
untidy search of the house before making off with small 
valuables. It’s an awful experience for the victim, with a 
feeling of violation and the cost of replacing items, 
repairing windows and changing locks. In the last several 
weeks we have charged eight individuals with burglary. 
Interestingly all bar one live outside South 
Cambridgeshire, suggesting our area is targeted by 
criminals. Preventing burglary and catching offenders 
remains our top local priority. 

You can help by keeping vigilant for suspicious activity in 
your area and calling 999 if you feel something is amiss. 
Statistically there are very few successful burglaries 
where a working alarm system fitted. If you would like 
advice regarding the security of your property, your local 
officer will be happy to help. 

The summer is almost over and we have had relatively 
little disorder compared to the same time last year. We 
were actively engaged in summertime patrols in the 
green spaces in your area. All carnivals and events were 
without major incident. 

Our next Panel Meeting, where your loca! priorities are 
set, takes place on the 15th October at the Orchard Park 
Primary School — 7pm for 7.30pm start. The meeting 
usually finishes by 9pm. You are welcome to attend for a 
chance to meet your local officers, get a more specific 
update on police activities in your area, ask questions or 
just observe.

WINTER is coming and after seeing a rise in chimney fires last year, 

Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue Service is encouraging residents to get 

their chimney professionally swept before the cold sets in. 

Top tips to enjoy an open fire safely: 

¢ Sweep your chimney at least once a year and get brickwork 
inspected, especially the chimney breast and roof space. 

¢ Do not bank fires too high or overload the grate, and remember to let 
them burn down well and check the hearth before going to bed. 

e Usea fire or spark guard to prevent accidental fires. 

¢ Donot place objects on or over the mantle-piece which may cause 
you to stand too close to the fire to reach or use them. 

¢ Burn only suitable fuels and avoid burning resinous woods as soot 
builds up quickly. 

Above all, ensure you have a working smoke alarm fitted on each floor 
or your home. To find out if you are eligible for a free home fire safety 
check, call 0800 917 9994.

HEATING OIL 

Now is the time to consider your heating oil 
requirements for the winter months.

Cambridgeshire ACRE’s community oil buying scheme is designed to 
help purchasers of central heating oil make savings by buying in bulk. The 
scheme is open to anyone in Cambridgeshire and Peterborough. 
Community buildings such as churches and village halls as well as 
businesses which are reliant upon heating oil can join too. The annual 
membership fee for domestic users is £20 and covers as many oil orders as 
you need during the course of the year. 

Through our partnership with AF Affinity Limited, the scheme makes the 
most of collective purchasing power. 

The average saving is 2 pence per litre against online prices. Members 
who ordered oil in July and August this year got it for less than SO pence 
per litre (exclusive of 5% VAT). The environment benefits too as every time 
a tanker makes a delivery, it is using diesel — a full tanker can get as little as 
a horrifying 8 miles per gallon. If deliveries are organised so that one
